Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 17-18, 21, 28-29, 38-39, 41-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

There is a lack of antecedent basis in claim 17 for "the banded state" or "the layer 
inclination angle" 

There is a lack of antecedent basis in claim 18 for "the banded state" or "the layer 
inclination angle" 

It is unclear in the claims exactly what is distributed in a top hat shape. This could be 
referring to the optical waveguides, or the diffusion of light. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 17-18, 21, 23-31, and 34-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticiapted by Veligdan (U.S. Pat. No. 6317545). Veligdan teaches a screen comprising 
diffusion film for diffusing light incoming from an angular range of diffusion Fig. 2 of the 
incident light into an angular range of diffusion of an outgoing light; and a light-outgoing 
direction converting film for causing light incoming from an oblique direction to go out toward 
the front, wherein the light-outgoing direction converting film comprises a structure in which a 
plurality of layers 14, each of which has a different reflective index from the adjacent layers (14c 
vs. 14d), forming a plurality of step index type optical waveguides is arranged in a banded state 
in the direction in a film plane, and extends so as to be bent with respect to the direction of the 
film thickness. The applicant should note that the claim does not actually recite that the 
waveguides are bent. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 41-42 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
